Prohibits after October 1968 the presence or 
use in buildings for residential occupancy* 
of portable devices for local space heating 
fired by oil, gasoline or other liquid fuel 
in Cook County.

(ZA) HB 526: PROTECTS CONSUMER. Pro- 
vides repossession and resale of retail in- 
stallment sales are final disposition of a 
contract and preclude all right of deficiency.

(AB) HB 704: SAFEGUARDS FAIR HOUS- 
ING. Provides a person commits a violation 
of civil rights when he refuses to sell, lease 
or rent real property for the purpose of 
residential occupancy thereof because of 
race, creed, color, national origin or an- 
cestry. P/H: 4-27-65; T/S: 6-9-65. 

(CB) HB 710: REGISTERS WEAPONS. Re- 
quires purchaser of a pistol or revolver to 
secure a license and seller to notify police. 
F/H: 6-21-65. 

(DB) HB 887: OUTLAWS SEX DISCRIMINA- 
TION. Prohibits the discrimination in the 
payment of wages or wage rates, based on 
sex. P/H: 4-13-65; P/S: 6-10-65. 

(EB) HB 946: REVEALS POLITICAL FINANC- 
ING. Candidates for elective public office, 
other than party offices, must file a state- 
ment of each source of personal income 
which is more than 5% of the candidates 
gross personal income and factual biographic- 
al information. T/H: 5-25-65. 

(FB) HB 955: FIGHTS CORRUPTION. Cre- 
ates a Board of State Employees Ethics. 
Appropriates $40,000. P/H: 6-24-65; F/S: 6- 
30-65. 

(GB) HB 992: PROMOTES UNIONS FOR 
PUBLIC EMPLOYEES. Promotes free col- 
lective bargaining between public employers 
and their employees. Establishes procedure 
for the certification of labor organizations 
as representatives of employees.

(HB) HB 1092: EXPANDS PUBLIC AC- 
COMMODATION COVERAGE. Includes in def- 


inition of a public place of accommodation 
real estate offices, banks and savings and 
loan associations.

Describes 
certain practices of discrimination in the 
sale, listing or financing of real property, 
and certain practices of soliciting for sale, 
lease or listing of such property.

MENTS. Provides wages are exempt in the 
amount of $65.00 per week and shall not be 
subject to collection under a wage assign- 
ment irrespective of marital status, state 
residence or place of employment.

(QB) HB 2098: FIGHTS SMOKING. Requires 
teaching the nature and effect of tobacco.

Includes as a public place of accommodation 
any real estate which the owner or agent 


holds out to the public for sale, lease or 
rental for residential purposes. Excludes 
religious and fraternal organizations and 
boarding houses occupied by owner or lessee 
with not more than 4 lodgers. P/H: 6-26-65; 
T/S: 6-29-65.

The driver may 
refuse to take test, but his license may be 
revoked for such refusal.

(C) ENABLES VOCATIONAL TRAINING. 

SB 46 authorizes St. Louis County Special 
School District to establish vocational train- 
ing for all children in district, in addition to 
training of handicapped, subject to voter 
approval and tax rate increase. P'S: 2-22-65; 
P/H: 4-7-65. 

(D) EASES CONSOLIDATION. SB 48 pro- 
vides that in case of consolidation of cities, 
bonded indebtedness for local improvements 
shall continue to be the obligation of tax- 
payers of former city, but if debt was for 
general improvements in consolidated com- 
munity, it shall become the debt of consoli- 
dated community.

(H) POWER OF ARREST. SB 191 delineates
